AKII> LANDS. 


The San Francisco Chronicle sajs 


"the United Str.tes Geological Survey has 
laid out the work which it will perform 
daring the coming Summer in regard to 
the investigation of what can be accom- 
plished by irrigation of the vatt amount of 
arid lands of the West. The work will be 
mainly experimental. 
Surveys will be 


made of a few representative localities, 
among them the Ttockee river, the Arkan- 
sas river in Colorado, the valley of the San 
Josquin river, and the Snake river in Idaho. 
Major Powell, the direetor of the survey, 
says that a reoonnoieaance will be made in 
every State and Territory where irrigation 
is required and while it will bt> impossible 
to complete the wurk of survey in many 
places, enough will be done to illustrate 
the subject and indicate the policy of the 
Government in the matter. 


It should be borne in mind tbat the pri- 


mary object of these surveys and investi- 
gations is to ascertain whether a plan or 
plaua of irrigation can be adopte 1 and put 
into effect whereby lands belonging to the 
Government tbat are now worthless and 
unsalable on account of their arid condition 
can be reclaimed and made productive, 
thereby becoming marketable. In Nevada, 
for instance, there are large tracts of what 
is known by the designation of "sagebrush 
lantU" which it is bslieved may be con- 
verted into agricultural land by irrigation, 
and the first duty of the commission is to 
examine thesa tracts and similar tracts sit- 
uated elsewhere. 


Of course it must happen that private 


owners will receive the benefit of the Gov- 
ernment's work, incidentally, and there is 
no reason why they should uot. A citizen 
is not to be ostracised or debarred from 
sharing in the general benefits conferred 
by the Federal Government, because he 
owns a piece of land; but the first duly of 
the commission is to look after the inter- 
ests of the Government and for the wel'aro 
of those who desire to purchase iand iron. 
the Government and to leave out of consid- 
eration the landed proprietors until after- 
ward. 


The San Jonquin valley, one would sup- 


pose, must have been pretty thoroughly 
surveyed for irrigation purposes already. 
There are numerous canals and ditches al- 
ready constructed in portions of that valley, 
and a survey must have preceded each one.' 
The work of the Geological Snrvey coald 
probab'y be simplified and hastened very 
much by reference to private surveys there, 
and probably all the data wonld be cheer- 
fully famished, 


It ii the beginning of a great and useful 


undertaking, nnd no one can foretell what 
the end will be. Certain it is that there is 
an abundance of Government land which 
needs only water to make it productive, 
and that there is an abundance of water in 
certain localities and at certain seasons. If 
the Geological survey can devise a feasible 
plan of storing the water and of bringing 
it to the arid land when needed, it will 
accomplish a work of much interest and of 
enormons utility and value." 


PtJBtIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


The statement of the public debt for 


March 31st appears with Win. HVindom'a 
name attached for the first time under the 
new Adminutration. Mr. Windom held the 
office eight years ago, having been appoint- 
ed by GarOeld in March, 1881. At that 
time the form of the public debt did not 
include the bonds issued to the Pacific 
Railways and guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment. The late Seoretbry Manning, ap- 
pointed by Cleveland, made a radical 
change in the form of public debt state- 
ment, which has been kept up. 
Some 


have been curious to know what Windom 
would do in the matter. The statement 
before us, says the San Francisco Bulletin, 
with his name attached, the first issued 
since his te-appointment to his old office, 
shows that be has adopted the form of 
has predecessor, and includes the Pacific 
Railway bonds as a part of the public debt. 
Great changes have been mode in the pub- 
lic debt since "Windom wag formerly 
at the head of tho Treasury Department, 
The public interest bearing debt of the 
Government, at these two periods, com- 
pares as follows:

interest-bearing debt in eight years show 
the wonderful resources of the Govern 
ment, especially when such reduction 
means the permanent retirement and can 
cellation of over $800,000,000, or a clean 
$100,000,000 per annum. If we go on a 
this rule, we shall have no bonded debt in 
nine years. Secretary Window, when 
formerly in his present office did gooc 
work in converting the 6 and 5 per cent 
bonds into extended 3% per cents, payabl 
at the option of tho Governmnnt. Windom 
then gave the holders of theao bonds the 
option of cash or an extension of life at a 
reduced r&tu of interest. The scheme 
worked admirably, and many thousands ol 
dollars were saved. The public has coufi. 
dance in Windom, and believe he will 
treat the bond question equally 'fair as 
before. He has already told tbe holders 
of 4% per cents, that he will give them 
only 103 for their bonds. If they keep 
them until they mature, September, 1891, 
they will be able to get 111%, and they 
have a right to do this. But we fancy tbat 
most business men can do better with 106 
now. They sacrifice only 3% per cent, 
and they certainly can make more than 
that in upward i of two years.

The April Statement from tUe Depart-

meat of Agriculture. 


IN HONOR OP GEN. 
LOGAN. 


Fort Logan ig the official designation of 


the new military post near Denver, Colo., 
according to an official order promulgated 
by direction of the President. This honor 
to the memory of Gen. Logan will be ap- 
preciated by the soldiers, especially those 
Who are familiar with the interest he took 
in obtaining the legislation for its estab- 
lishment and those who expected to see 
the post near Chicago named in his honor. 
Bat citizens of Denver bad hoped to have 
it named after their own city. A petition 
of the Legislature of Colorado to that ef- 
fect was recently received at tba War De- 
partment and 19 what promoted action in 
the matter at this time. It being against 
tho policy of the department to name mili- 
tary posts after cities or States the request 
of tae Denver people could not consistently 
be approved, and in considering the names 
of the military heroes the honor was con- 
ferred upon the memory of Gen. Logan. 
Gen. HcClellan'e name had been coniiaer- 
•d in connection with this post, and it w»s 
understood at one time that Mr. Cleveland 
had decided to name it Fort McClellau. 
Why h« did cot take the action is cot 
known. The new post to be hereafter 
known as Fort Logan will, when completed, 
be one of th« largest and most important 
posts in the army. It is situated nbont 12 
mites below Denver, on the Morrison 
Branch of the Denver & South Park Di- 
vision of the Union Pacific Railroad, which 
runs through the reservation. It contains 
GJO acres, and the buildings now in pro- 
grees of construction will, when completed, 
accommodate a full regiment of infantry. 
Companies A and E of tbe Eighteenth 
Infantry are ujw stationed there, and sev- 
eral additional companies will ba garrison- 


• eel there before the close of the year. 


Under instructions from the Navy De- 


partment the Commandant of the New 
York Navy Yard will furnish the custodian 
of the Custom House with such bunting 
and flags aa can be spared for the purpose 
of decorating public buildings under control 
of the Treasury .Department of New York 
on the occasion of the centennial inaugu- 
ration.

The crop reports of the Department of 


Agriculture for April relate to tbe condi- 
tion of Winter grain and of farm animals 
as they go out of Winter quarters. The 
seeding of wheat was somewhat delayed in 
the Middle States by early Autumn rains, 
and west of Ohio by dry weather in Sep- 
tember and October. 
Later conditions 


weie favorable in both sections, with mild 
and drier weather in the East and a fair 
supply of moisture in the West. In the 
South the condition of the soil for seeding 
was generally favorable. 
In California 


the Autumn rains were followed by a dry 
season in the Winter, but refreshing 
showers in March caused germination of 
lately sown and vigorous growth- of early 
seeded area. There was little Winter pro- 
tection except for a short time in mid' 
Winter in the latitude of heavy Winter 
snows, consequently (he more northern 
breadths are somewhat brown in color 
and patches in the wet soils are Winter 
killed; yet the temperature has been so 
mild, with BO few sudden extremes, tba 
the present condition is very good. Tbe 
plants are generally well rooted and have 
been growing over a large part of tbe area 
through the Winter. 


The Reneril average condition is 94, 


nearly the same as tbe April condition of 
the crop <tf 1886, which fell at the harvest 
to 87.8. That of 1888 was 82, and that of 
tbe previous year was 88.1. 
The April 


condition of the large crop of 1881 was 
95.4, going up to 98 at tbe harvest. The 
present condition by principal States is BP 
follows: Now York, 94; Peunsjlvunia, 93; 
Texas, 97: Ohio, 88; Illinois, 97; Missouri, 
95; Kansas, 96; California, 98. The con- 
dition in the Southern States ranges from 
90 to 97. The rye crop is also in good 
condition, having a general average of 
93.9. Tbe valid weather has been favor- 
able to farm animals, which are generally 
in high condition. The general average 
for borsos is 98.4; for cattle, 96.9; sheep, 
97.4; swine, 95.6. 
The estimated losses 


from disease and all other causes during 
the post year have also been much less 
than u^uul.
